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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the cited prior art neither teach nor fairly suggest a microfluidic 
device comprising: a body structure comprising of at least one microchannel network and a 
plurality of ports disposed in the body structure, wherein at least one port is in fluid 
communication with at least one microchannel network, wherein the body structure is configured 
for use with a first direction means; and a manifold comprising of at least one manifold channel 
network and at least one aperture diposed in the manifold, wherein the at least one aperture is in 
fluid communication with at least one manifold channel in the manifold channel network, 
wherein the manifold is configured for use with a second fluid direction means, wherein the 
second fluid direction means is different from the first fluid direction means, and wherein the 
manifold is mated with the body structure whereby the at least one aperture or one or more 
manifold channels in the manifold channel network is in fluid communication with the at least 
one microchannel in the at least one microchannel network.
